The New Bishop’s Oratorical 
Powers. 


INTRODUCTORY. 

THE THIRD DISHOP 
of Illinois was consecrated yeaterday with ali the 
pomp and ceremony that befits such an impor- 
tant occasion. Probably no event in the history 
of Episcopalianism in the West has ever been 
anticipated with so great and general an inter- 
est, not only on accéunt of its unusual nature, 
but also by reason of the pecullar circum- 
stances connected with the new Bishop's elec- 
tion. It is not necessary at this time to restate 


those circumstances, which are well-known both | 


to Episcopalians and members of other denomi- 
nations generally. In the choice of a successor 
to the lamented Whitehouse there was 
developed a vast amount oof par- 
tisan strife, and 2 consequently high 


degree of bitterness among the friends of the 
different candidates for the sacred office. Three 


elections were held. Two fell through, but the 
third was more successful, resulting in the elec- 


tion of a man upon whom all parties could unite, 


a man who was not suspected of being either too 
ritualistic or too liberal in his tendencies. 

THE FIRST BISHOP 
of Illinois was the Rt.-Rev. Philander Chase, 
who was consecrated in St. James’ Church, Phil- 
adelphia, Feb. 11, 1819, and died Sept. 20, 1852. 
He was succeeded by the Rt.-Rev. Henry John 


Whitehouse, who was consecrated in St. George’s 


Church, New York, Nov. 20, 1851, and died Aug. 
10, 1874. 

THE RT.-REV. WILLIAM EDWARD M'LAREN, 
third in succession, is the first Bishop of this 
Diocese who has been congéecrated here. He in 
a native of Geneva, N. Y., where he was boro in 
1831. He graduated at Jefferson College, Penn- 
syivania, in 1851, and subsequently was con- 
nected in a ropert orial capacity with several 
newspapers. Turon ing his attention to the mm- 
istry, he entered the Allegheny Theologica) 
Seminary. Graduating in 1860, he went as a 
missionary to Bogota, South America, uoder the 
auspices of the American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions. He labored there with success for nearly 
three years, when he received s call to 
the pastorate of the Second Presbyterian 
Church at Peoria, Iil., over which he 
was duly ordained as pastor. It was during his 
sojourn at this place chat he began to experience 
a change in his religious views. His inquiries 
and studies, operating upon a mind of a 
culiarly serious and conservative nature, u- 
ally d:ew him away from the simple and severe 
faith in which be was nurtured to one more 
abounding in symbolism aod outward res- 
sions of religious devotion and belief. bile 
there he urged the adoption of a liturgy for the 
use of his Church, but the proposal encounter - 
ed so much opposition that it was abandoned. 
After his removal to Detroit, where he had 
charge of the Westminster Church, he opeuly 
expressed to his friends his admiration 
for Episcopalianism. His divergence from the 
accepted doctrines of the Churon gradually be- 
came noticeable his sermous, and finally led 
to his withdrawal from the Presbyterian Church. 
His resignation was by the Presbytery 
of Detroit, which met in February, 1872. He 
soon afterwards went to Cleveland as Rector 
of Trinity Church, where he has since remained.

CONDITION OF THE STEAMER. 

The steamship now lies on the west edge of 
Kentish Knock in 4 fathoms of water. Her 
stern is about 5 feet out of water at high tide. 
Her wood-ends have started, but her spars, 
sails, and everything are standing. Her 
over the cargo are undistarbed, and her deck is 
dry at low water, The owners of the vessel, to- 
gether with the agents in London and Capt. 
Bruckenstein, went to the wreck to-day. 

THE CAPTAIN'S STATEMENT. 

Capt. Bruckenstein, of the unfortunate steamer, 
who is at Harwich, to-day gave the following 
particulars of the loss of his vessel: We left 
Bremerhafen Sunday morning, and early the fol- 
lowing morning (Mondsy) encountered a heavy 
northeast snowstorm. The weather was 80 
thick that we found it necessary to throw the 
lead constantly, and to slacken the speed of the 
vessel. At half-past 5 o’clock the vessel struck, 
and shortly afterwards commenced thumpin

distress. I ordered the life boats to be got in 
readiness, and soon had them swung out, but I 
did not deem it safe to lower them im such 3 
heavy sea, One boat was lowered against my 
positive order, and she was almost immediately 
swamped, and six persous who were in her were 
drowned, Atremendous sea swept the decks a 
few minutes later, and washed overboard many 
of the passengers who had all previousiy been 
provided with life preservers. 
dered the passengers to take to the rigging, and 
some sought safety on the wheel-house, from 
Which position they were rescued by a tug boat 

about 10 o'clock in the morning. 

The following additional particulars of the 
disaster are gleaned from a statement, of the 
surviyor: The lead was cast every half hour. 
We found 24 fathoms of water, then 17, and im- 
mediately after struck. Ihe engines were turned 
at full speed astern when we instantly lost our 
Propeller. We were then driven further up the 
bank. The pumps were worked all day, and 
rockets were fired. The passengers remained in 
the deck-houses untii they were driven into the 
rigging by the sea.

RUSSIA. 
MOSCOW BANKS—WIDESPREAD FAII- 
URE OF THE CROPS. 
Correspondence New York World. 

Sr. Peterssuna, Nov. 13.—The great event of 
the last few weeks, which has thrown into the 
shade even the Herzegovinian rebellion, has 
been the failure of the Moscow Commerce & 
Loan Bank. ‘This was accelerated, if not 
brought about, dy the bankruptcy of 
Dr. Strousberg, and, the conse- 
quent impossibility of realizing the 
loan of 7,000,000 roubles which the bank had 
advanced to bim. The capital of this institution 
was 38,000,000 roubles, and according to its 
charter, whenever one-fourth of the capital—in 
his case 750,000 roubles—-was lost, the affairs 
had to be wound up, so that the whole of the 
loss would fall on the shareholders and none 
on the depositors and creditors. Such charters 
have given the commercial public great confi- 
dence in the Russian banks, although it has for 
some time been well known that they were 
practically at the mercy of the Managing Direct- 
ors, aud that in many vases the Council—as the 
Board of Directors is called—rarely meets, and 
is exceedingly remiss in its duties of inspection 
and supervision. Banks in Russia have been

According to 
Dr. Strousberg’s testimony this loan was 
negotiated by an agent, and he received only 
60 per cent of the amount. Part of the re- 
mainder, it is alleged, wes shared among 
the officials. There appears to be evidence to 
show that the actual insolvency of the bank was 
known by some of the Directors a week before 
the doors were closed, and that in the meantime 
they withdrew ail moneys and deposits iu 
which they were personally interested, and sold 
out their shares at the high rates at which 
they were then quoted. It is even said 
some money was withdrawn from

all probability the losses of the bank will be 
paid in full out of the personal estates of those 
accused, as altogether property to the amount 
of 150,000,000 roubles has been sequestrated.

If 
matters went on in the usual way no money 
conid be paid out for at least a year, and in the 
meantime 14,000,000 roubles in deposits of 
money and securities could not be drawn before 
the expiration of that time, and the personal es- 
tates of the Directors would also be unavailable 
to the commercial world. It is announced to- 
day that in all probability there will be ap- 
pointed a commission, consisting in part of 
officials and in part of busipess-men of acknowl- 
edged standing, to liquidate the affairs of the 
institution at the earliest possible moment. 
Assistance has been offered by the Goverp- 
ment to all the other banks which need it, ana 
it is now given out that the Volga-Kama Bank, 
the affairs of which have long bean suspectéd to 
be in a delicate condition, has been placed under 
the special charge of Mr. Lamansky, the Direet- 
or of the State Bank. The Bourse, however, is 
very much excited, and the rates of exchange 
have become very unfavorable to Russia. This 
is supposed to be due to the panio and excite- 
ment about the political state of Europe. It 
is believed, too, that the bad harvests may 
have had something to do with the fall of ex- 
change, for the harvest in Russia this year is 
— — bad, and the grain crop through- 
out Empire may be taken as a whole at from 
15 to 30 per cent below what is called a fair 
medium crop. In the neighborhood of Odessa 
and in the Province of Kherson there is not suf- 
ficient grain for the support of the peasants 
during the winter. The same is the case in the 
province of Tamhof, one of the mchest grain- 
produoing regions of Russia, being in the cele- 
brated biack-soil country. Last vear there was a 
bad, dry autumn, which ruined much of the 
winter wheat. This was followed by an unusu- 
ally long winter and an adverge epring, which 
ruined not only the grain, but the hay. Besides 
this the cattle disease broke out in many places, 
so that in Podolia cows are selling for 2 roubles, 
and in Kief horses for 3; while in Voronezh the 
celegrated bitink stallions, which ordinarily 
bring 200 roubles, are now selling for no more 
than 20. The failure of the harvest bas 
not been able to affect the exports of grain this 
year, for these are drawn from the last year’s 
crop, but next year we may expect to see the 
shipments 8 dimmish. The suffer Fun 
some places has already Legun to be great, but, 
owing to the delay in the receipt of Government 
statistics, the exact state of the case cannot yet 
be known. The provincial and district diets 
have done something to relieve the distress, 
but the Government will be obliged to come to 
the rescue by forbearing to collect arrears of 
taxes, and in many cases remitting the taxes en- 
tirely for a year or two. The bad harvests which 
afflict the south of Russia are now almost peri- 
odical at intervals of three or four years, and 
are traced by many to tbe gradual exhaustion 
of the soul, the wanton destruction of forests, and 
the lack of moisture. It is therefore urged upon 
the Government to take measures for tree- 
planting on a large scale, and for constructing 
irrigating capals—a work which can be easily 
done. In fact. one or two irrigation companies 
have already sought charters, but the usual de- 
partmental delays have hitherto prevented their

What Has Been Done Toward Catching 
the Boss Tweed—Theories. 


THE ESCAPE OF TWEED. 
New York Heraid, ve. 6. 


The high police officials, detectives, and others 
eonnected with the Department, are firmly im- 
pressed with the opinion that W. M. Tweed 
eluded his keepers at some place before reaching 
his own house, where the flight is said to have 
taken place by Warden Dunham; and that his 
escape was not only a deliberately- planned af- 
fair, but that it was aided and abetted by War- 
den Dunham himself and his assistant Hagan. 
There is good cause to believe that Tweed did not 
enter his house on Madison avenue on Saturday at 
all, but quietly withdrew from the party at the 
time when all hands left the carriage at the 
knoll in Central Park. This idea is further 
strengthened by the statement of Warden Dun- 
ham, published yesterday, wherein he states 
that Tweed, accompanied by bis son, W. M. 
Tweed, Jr., himself, and Mr, Hagan, bis as- 
sistant, left the jail after 1 o'clock, and arrived 
at Tweed’ house, on Madison avenue, at about 
half-past 4, after having driven in the carriage 
to Kingsbridge and back. Any one acquainted 
with tle route can readily perceive that the dis- 
tance traveled would prevent the probability of 
the journey being accomplished in the space 
of but little over three hours. The more rea- 


sonable proposition appearsto be that, as already 
stated, the escape was carried ont at the time 


when the party left the carriage in the park 


That this is the most feasible view to take 
the developments of yesterday clearly indicate, 
for a series of circumstances in regard to the 
hire of the carriages by which tlie flight was 
cousummated are se strong as to preclude the 
possibility of question. Iwo carriages were 
employed, both of which, it appears, were press- 
ed into the service in a peculiar manner, and 
one undoubtedly took W. M. Tweed, his son, 
the Warden, and his assistant to the park, 
when, on arriving at the Knoll,“ the 
other, driven by Tweed favorite driver, 
was supposed to have been in waiting to re- 
ceive him. He had, therefore, but to wait a 
favorable opportunity, such as would be readily 
furnished by his accomplices, to quietly disap- 
pear from view, quickly enter the waiting coach, 
aad be speedily driven away beyond the reach of 
the law. The statementmade by a watchman in 
charge of the new block of untenanted houses 
on the north side of Sixtieth street also goes to 
confirm the fact that the late chieftain was not

"COLLECTING CITY TAXES. 


Conference Between the City and 
Town Officers, 


~ 


The Latter Show a Disposition to Get All 
They Can, 


The Finance Committee of the Common Coun- 
cil, in conjunction with Mayor Colvin, Comp- 
troller Hayes, Corporation-Counsel Tuley, and 
Mr. Adams, Assistant City Attorney, met yester- 
day afternoon in Comptroller Hayes’ office in 
the City-Hall, to consider the matter of com- 
pénsation to Town Collectors. The following- 
named were present: Mayor Colvin, Comptrol- 
ler Hayes, Ald. Heath and Quirk, Alexander 
Morrison, representing the West Town Board ; 
Mike Evans, Collector South Chicago; David 
Hallinan, Collector West Chicago; Ernest Hum- 
mel, Collector North Chicago; M. F. Tuley rep- 
resented Mike Evans as attorney, and J. F. 
Bonfield represented Mr. Hallinan. Hummel 
wisely kept his mouth shut. Mike Evans 
exhibited his usual amount of cheek, 
and he spoke with a & confidence 
which during the proceedings showed his 
cloven-foot, He received an appropriate set- 
back, both from Mr, Adams, Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel, and from Mr. Morrison, of the 
West ‘Town Board. Mr. Adams emphatically 
stated that the appropriation made to pay fn ad- 
vance for labor to be, but not yet performed, by 
the South Town Board, was illegal, and not 
worth the paper it was written on. Mike's blarney 
was ehot off after that honest remark, aud as he 
knows that the Citizens Association is now en- 

gaged looking up bie cage, and that of the South 
frown we o appréciated that it was another 
point decidedly against bim and his robber- 
clque. 


OOMPTROLLER HAYES 
stated the object of the meeting was merely to 
discuss the tion of Town Collectors for 
collecting the city taxes, and to haveinterchange 
of views. on the subject aa to what would be 
—— table and satisfactory to all coneerned. 

e Evans was —— oo for his opinion. 


stated that he represented "Mr. Evans. As be 
understood it, the city taxes were collected at 
the same time ag State, county. aud town taxés, 
and that people paid these wilimgly, while war- 
rants were in the hands of the Collector; but 
city taxes were so much higher and harder to 
that, for the South Town, fifteen or twen- 
ty additional deputies would be needed on ac- 
count of the extra amount of work. 
Mike Evans stated that he had collected over 
$316,0000 of personal taxes last year oat of over 


000. 

Mr. Tuley thought 2 per cent would be a rea- 
souable ‘commission, abd that the city would 
have nothing further to pay if that were allowed, 
either fer advertising or anything else. He 
thought that would result in a saving. 

The Mayor stated that last year $56,000 had 
béem paid for collecting the taxes, and that 
covered everything. 

Mr. Tuley stated that he thought it had cost 
nearly $100,000. 


Mike Evans stated that the personal-property 
tax this year would amount to about 2800, 000 on 
the South Side, There were about 12,000 per- 
sonal-tax-payers there to be visited. 

Mr. Tuley stated that all the extra expenses 
created by the new divisions would fall ou the 
Towd-Collectors and deputies. 

Mike Evans thought it would be an advantage 
to have the Towe-Collectors collect the city 
taxes, as they would force the matter to the ben- 
efit of the city. 

A general desultory discussion was next had in 
regard to the liabilities of Collectors. The May- 
or asked Mr. Tuley if he thought 

2 PER CENT A FAIR COMPENSATION. 

Mr. Tuley thought that it was, and if the Col- 
lectors were paid a fair salary they would collect 
— taxes up the sooner, and there would be less 


oes. 

The Mayor stated that this would fix Mr. 
Evans’ compensation at $16,000, in case he suc- 
ceeded in collecting all the taxes. 

Mike Evans stated thas he did not think he 
could collect all. 

A discussion pow took place on the collection 
of taxes on real estate, Tuley holding that per- 
sonal property could be levied on for the tax. 

Mr. Adams contended differentiy, but the mat- 
ter was dropped. 

Evans stated that he was going for thim 
thax-foighthers” on the South Side. He oniy 
wanted to get a chance at thei, 

The personal tax on the West Side is about 
$275,000. Mr. Hallinan stated that there were 
about 9,000 persondl-property tax-payers to pay 
this. There were about 6,000 om the North Side. 
Mr. Tuley stated that he thought 2 per cent of 
the taxes should go into the County Treasury. 

Mr. Adams differed from the gentieman. He 
thought none could go into the Treasury of the 
county under the law. 

Mike Evans stated that if the salaries of the 
Deputies for the collection of personal taxes 
would be reduced the city would be the loser. 


Mr. Adams stated that the South Town Board 
claimed the 2 por cent under Sec. 36, which pro- 
vides that the Collector shail only receive $1,500 
as a salary, and the to be placed in the 
Town or District Treasury to enable them to pay 
the cost of assessment and collection of taxes. 

The Mayor wanted to know if the $1,500 was 
all the payment provided for. 

Mr. Duley stated that it was, but that the Col- 
lector was allowed all expenses, bus would only 
be allowed 61. 500 as salary. 

Mike Evans thought that 

THE BEST THING THE CITY COULD DO 
was to pay 2 per cent for collecting. 

The Mayor stated that the South Town would 
be benefited by this, but that the i 2 
West Sides would suffer. 

Mr. Adams stated that the revenue la 
vided that cities of the first and sec — 
could pay no mofe than 2 per cent f col- 
lection of taxes. This did not refer to Chicago, 
a city of the third ciass. 

The Mayor stated that all present were inter- 
ested in the matter, and the question Was as to 
the compensation, which should be settled.

The waters of England’s newly-acquired 
route to the Orient will soon be perturbed by 
an unusual occurrence—nothing less than the 
passage of the British naval squadron station- 
ed in the East Indies. The fleet, consisting of 
six war-vessels manned by crews aggregating 
8,000 men, has been ordered to the Mediter- 
ranean, and will pass through the Suez Canal 
in an imposing line. In certain possible con 
tingencies the Mediterranean would be a 
handy place for the East India squadron to 
be stationed. 


It will doubtlees occur to the Milwaukee 
newspapers in the course of afew years, at 
the rate things are now going, that there 
really was a Whisky-Ring in that city. Such, 
at least, is the effect which might be expected 
to be created by the evidence given yester- 
day by Robs, an ex-Ganger, who testified 
to having received $6,000 from the Ring. 
Now that one of the Government understrap- 
pers has loosened his tongue and entered into 
particulars, it is quite likely that others will 
abandon the policy of silence and do the 
State some service which will measurably 
atone for their past rascalities, and at the 
same time assist in entrapping bigger game.

The case of Davzs, alias Turner, indicted 
for the murder of CHARTS D. Wuyianp on 
Thanksgiving Day, was yesterday continued 
for another week in the Criminal Court, upon 
the ground of an affidavit by the defendant 
that he relies upon the attendance of a wit- 
mess now absent to prove that he was insane 
atthe time he killed Waritanp. However 
gauzy this pretext may be deemed by the im- 
patient community, it is certain that the 
course of justice will be accelerated rather 
than retarded by the granting of reasonable 
applications for delay, a denial of which 
would open the way for still greater delay by 
means of a Supreme Court supersedcas issued 
on the ground of érror. The Criminal Court 
does well to make haste slowly. 

Several of the leading coal-mining com- 
panies in the anthracite region of Pennsyl- 
vania have determined upon total or partial 
suspension of operations—some of them for 
the winter, others for four weeks, while in a 
few instances operations will be reduced but 
not wholly suspended. The reason assigned 


for this course, which will throw out of em- 


ployment 30,000 miners, is that the demand

An event of great interest to the Protest- 
ant Episcopal Church in IIlinois, and of no 
slight importance to the Church at large, oc- 
curred yesterday at the Cathedral of 5S. Peter 
and Paul in this city. The Rev. WILIA 
Epwarp MeLaxxx, late of Cleveland, O., was 


with ceremonies of an elaborate and im- 
pressive character. The occasion brought 
together alarge number of church digni- 
taries, anda vast crowd of people witnessed 
the consecration solemnities. The accession 
of Dr. McLaren to the Episcopate, to which 
he was called with a unanimity as gratify- 
ing as it is unusual, is a matter for con- 
gratulation among all churghmen throughout 
the Diocese, as it promises to completely re- 
store the harmony and unity so sadly dis- 
turbed during the past two years. Bishop 
McLaren will be warmly and joyfully wel- 
comed to the grand field of usefulness to 
which he has been called, and for the occnu- 
pancy of which he is believed to be so emi- 
nently qualified. 


Our issue of yesterday contained a dis- 
patch from Madison, Wis., stating that 
Messrs. Lewis, Smrra, and Greeory, lawyers 
of that city, denied having held any confer- 
ence with the Hon. Marr Carprnrrr, then 
United States Senator from Wisconsin, on 
the subject of compromise with the Govern- 
ment in the Rovsxorpr and other whisky 
fraud cases. Mr. Lewis has also addressed 
and caused to be published in the Milwaukee 
Sentinel an open letter” to Taz TA muxx, 
in which he makes in his own behalf a sort of 
evasive denial, intended to cover a great deal, 
but in reality covering very little that 
affects the truth or falsity of Taz Tarsunt’s 
statement concerning conferences held 
with Senator Carpenter in the interest of 
‘‘ crooked ” distillers. The most that can be 
gathered from Mr. Lewrs’ denial — Which, 
it should be noted, required a week’s time for 
its preparation—is, that our correspondent 
was mistaken as to the precise spot where 
the conference occurred, The attempt to 
shield ex-Senator CARPENTER, even at the 
expense of a little special pleading, will be 
taken for what it is worth pending certain 
developments likely to result from further 
inquiry into the matters in dispute. 


THE PRESIDENT ON SPECIE RESUMPTION. 

That portion of the President's message 
which treats of specie resumption should 
command the most earnest attention of the 
people, and particularly of Congress. In 
making his recommendations in this regard 
he does not undertake to force them upon 
the consideration of Congress as the only nor 
even the best measures to be adopted, but 
expresses his willingness and desire to 
approve of any measure of Congress 
looking effectively toward specie re- 
sumption. If the present Democratic 
Congress is as honest as the Presi- 
dent in desiring that we shall return 
to the recognized money of the civilized 
world, and thereby escape the national dis- 


grace of having our Government currency 


rated at a depreciation, it will meet the Pres- 
ident half way in this matter; and, if it does 
not adopt the measmes he recommends to 
render resumption practicable, it will at least 
suggest others with the same end in view. 
The President is right when he says that pos- 
sibly the speediest way to insure a return to 
specie payments would be through unlimited 
inflation, but that it would be secured at the 
expense of honor. He might have gone fur- 
ther, and said that it would likewise be at the 
cost of wide-spread, almost universal, ruin. 
Unless Congress desires to leave this danger 
open, it will follow up the national promise 
made by the last Congress to reissue Jan. 
1, 1879, by such measures as will enable the 
Government to keep its faith. 

If Congress has no better means for re- 
sumption to suggest, those made by the 
President are entitled to trial. They will 
certainly afford a decided though not sudden 
approach toward resumption. The sug- 
gestions, which should be adopted together 
in order to be efficient, are threefold, viz. : 
(1) The repeal of the legal-tender quality of 
Government notes as to debts contracted after 
Jan. 1, 1877; (2) the gradual redemption of 
legal-tenders at a rate not exceeding $2,000,- 
000 a month by the issue of long gold bonds, 
bearing an interest of 3.65 per cent; and 
(3) the greater accumulation of gold for 
final redemption, to be secured by increased 
revenue and decreased expenses. As each of 
these suggestions is individually and sepa- 
rately in the direction of specie resumption, 
their combined operation will be tostrengthen 
the purpose and hasten the effect. 

1. The act of repealing the Legal-Tender 
act as to its application to all debts contract- 
ed after a certain date fixedin the future 
leaves the past and present relations of debtor 
and creditor undisturbed. It contemplates, 
of course, an equalized value of greenbacks 
and specie eventually, but even if this equal- 
ization shall not be brought about so early as 
is now anticipated, the fact that the Govern. 
ment currency will not be legal-tender for 
debts contracted in the future will change 
the present unnatural and unintelligent sys- 
tem of quotation. Greenbacks will then be 
quoted and received at their actual valne in 
the world’s currency, and every depreciation 
will be a striking evidence of default on the 
part of the Government to redeem its obliga- 
tions that are past due, It is not possible to 
see, therefore, how such an act can 
work any injustice. If greenbacks shall 
after awhile appreciate to a par value in 
gold, either by reason of their interconverti- 
bility into gold-bearing bonds or the improve- 
ment of the national credit, there will cer. 
tainly be no reason to complain; but if they 
hall not be par in gold, then all debts will be 
contracted on a permanent basis, and green- 
backs will pass for what they are worth in 
gold. 


2. Relative to the proposed gold bond for 
redemption purposes, the rate of interest 
suggested by the President (3.65 per cent) is 
much more calculated to serve the purpose in 
view—keeping greenbacks at par with gold 


whether a 3 per cent gold bond. into which 
greenbacks may be converted, will not suffice. 
There ig no question but the greenbacks will 
flow into. these bonds as rapidly as the law 
will permit, if for no other reason than 


greenbacks a gradual and uniform tendency ; 


consecrated as Bishop of the Diocese of Tlinois., 


and at this rate it would be more than fifteen 
years (if no more summary system of re- 
sumption were adopted meanwhile) before 
the greenbacks would be all retired. The 
limitation has been fixed probably with a 
view to the gradual expiration of the debts 
contracted prior to the proposed repeal of 
the Legal-Tender act, which would be payable 
in greenbacks, But the very denominations 
of the proposed 3.65 bonds, varying from 
$50 to: $1,000, would enable the people to 
use thom as currency to any extent that 
there should be a failure of specie, bank 
notes, and greenbacks to supply the public 
demand for a circulating medium. 

3. The proposition for an accumulation of 
gold for redemption purposes commends 
chiefly on account of the means suggested 
to this end, viz.: By the restoration of the 
duties on tea and coffee and by a reduction 
of expenses. The gradual accumulation of 
specie on such a basis would impose no per- 
ceptible burden upon the people, and, going 
hand in hand with the gradual reduction of 
the amount of greenbacks to be redeemed, it 
would be a comparatively short time before 
it would be entirely safe to announce a gen- 
eral resumption,—perhaps by the time fixed 
by the Resumption act passed at the last ses- 
sion of Congress. Indeed, the passage of 
such acts as the President suggests and a 
strict adherence to their provisions would 
be a substantial preparation for resuming 
that might render it safe to repeal 
the resumption clause of the last 
session’s law, thus leaving the date 
to be reached by the natural operations of 
the combined measures adopted. There is 
an argument against this course, however, in 
the moral weight of the act of last session, 
which has been its chief value so far, and 
which is the best reason for permitting it to 
stand. If, with the practical preparations to 
resume that have been suggested, it is found 
that complete resumption shall not have been 
attained by the date fixed in that act,—Jan. 
1, 1879,—these preparations of themselves 
will warrant a further postponement without 
affecting public confidence in the good faith 
of the nation. If the proposed means toward 
resumption shall not be adopted, then the act 
remains as a pledge of the American faith to 
resume by some other measure ‘at the time 
appointed. But as between the existing act 
and the suggestions made by the President 
for new legislation, there is infinitely more 
of practical resumption in the latter than in 
the former. 


GEN. BABCOCK’S “‘COURT OF INQ UIRY.” 

It is natural that a man conscious of his 
own innocence should seek the speediest 
means of vindicating himself before the pub- 
ic, and it is but fair to presume until the 
contrary is proved that Gen. Bascock was 
actuated by this motive in demanding a Court 
of Inquiry, to which he is entitled as an officer 
of the army under the Articles of War. But 
there are many circumstances which justify 
the conclusion that this is a needless expense, 
and that it would have been wiser if Gen. 
Bancocx had awaited his vindication in the 
civil courts if any official charge is brougot 
against him by a Grand Jury. The holding 
of a Court of Inquiry does not, of course, 


preclude any civil proceedings against him for 


alleged complicity on the frauds on the 
revenue, and it is because the Court of In- 
qu ry is in no sense conclusive, either military 
or civil, that the cost and trouble incident 
thereto might better have been saved until it 
was certain that he would have no opportunity 
of vindicating himself in the courts. 

The Articles of War authorize the Presi- 
dent or any commanding officer (which in- 
dicates that the tribunal was intended for 
actual war service) to call a Court of Inquiry 
upon the demand of the officer whose con- 
duct is questicned. This Court consists of 
officers of the army, not exceeding three, and 
a Recorder. It has the same power for sun- 
moning witnesses and taking evidence as a 
court-martial, but its function is merely to 
present a report of its investigation, and 
it is not permitted to pass any 
opinion thereon. There is nothing in 
its session, therefore, that prevents either a 
court-martial or a civil prosecution. Whether 
the Court of Inquiry can draw out the secrets 
of the St. Louis Grand Jury, if any evidence 
concerning Gen. Bancocx has been taken 
by that body, or procure documents in pos. 
session of the officers of the Court, is ex- 
tremely doubtful, and a mere report of 
what evidence may be taken before a Court 
of Inquiry is not likely, under the cir- 
cumstances, to have any great weight with 
the public. Its main purpose will be te give 
Gen. Banco an opportunity for denying 
under oath that he was in any way conrected 
with, or a beneficiary of, the frauds on the 
revenue in connection with the whisky-tax. 

The reason given by Gen. Bancocx for ask- 
ing the Court of Inquiry was that the Avery 
case, in which the charges were brought out 
against him, was closed before he had an op- 
portunity of appearing on the witness stand 
in his own behalf, and the next case, involv- 
ing the question of conspiracy, would not be 
called till the 15th of December. But the 
Court of Inquiry which the President has grant- 
ed is not called till to-day, the 9th inst., so that, 
even if it organizes and proceeds to business 
immediately, there will only be a saving of 
six days in reaching the public ear. This is 
scarcely enough to justify the cost of a Court 
of Inquiry which may not be final in its 
action. There are other reasons why it would 
have been better that Gen. Bascocx should 
have awaited a vindication in the civil courts. 
Though he is still a Colonel of Engineers, the 
service he has been engaged in for many 
years past has been essentially that of a 
civilian, and the charge that has been 
made against him has not the remotest con- 
nection with army serviee. Gen. Bancock 
is charged with using his confidential posi- 
tion near the President to obtain and give 
valuable information to a combination of 
men engaged in defrauding the Government. 
There is no connection between this matter 
and Gen. Banooox’s army position, and hence 
the Court of Inquiry seems to be superfluous ; 
for, if a civil court found Gen. Bascocx 
guilty, he would be dismissed from the army 
by the President without further ado; if in- 
nocent, there would be no need of an army 
inquiry. If no indictment has been found 
against Gen. Bancock, and none shall be 
found in the future, then the rumors or 
charges fall to the ground; he would in that 
case, however, be entitled to be heard in his 
own behalf, and would be justified, as an 
army officer, in calling a Court of Inquiry to 
clear up the rumors concerning him. But 
would it not have been better to wait for 
this?

A correspondent asks us if the reference to 
„ Senator” means an United States Sena- 
tor of Illinois. It does not. It refers to no 
United States Senator in or out of IIlinois, 
but it does refer to a State Senator or ex- 


State Senator who is said to be mixed up 


with the ‘‘ crooked” in some way. Some of 
the persons with whose names rumor is 
busy about these days are residents 
of this county and others are not. 
The ‘‘ Congressman” does not represent either 
of the districta of this county. Since the 
terrible revelations that have been made in 
Missouri concerning official persons, the air 
is full of like reports concerning official char- 
acters in Illinois, Where there is so much 
smoke there is sure to be some fire, but we 
are of the belief that the fire is small in com- 
parison with the smoke. Until the whole 
matter is sifted and investigated, there will be 
clouds of wild reports flying all about, and 
throwing suspicion on persons who are per- 
fectly innocent. 


THE EXCITEMENT IN MADAID. 
Madrid was vastly excited Tuesday night. 


The average Spaniard is wider awake at night 
than during the day. The streets and plazas 
are thronged then, and the fumes of millions 
of cigarettes float upwards from the goasip- 
ing, strolling crowds. The cabled summary 
of the part of the President’s message relat- 
ing to Cuba reached the Capital when every- 
body was on the gui vive to hear it. The 
newspaper extras were greedily bought; the 
people, say the dispatches, were wild over 
the contents of the message, and a special 
session of the Ministry was hastily called. 
According to the cable, the excitement was 
equal to that shown over the Virginius affair. 

This news sounds strangely, and seems to 
show that the purport of the message on this 
point has been mistranslated or misunder- 
stood. The cable or translator may have 
blundered, or incompetent hands may have 
prepared the summary, or the plain, blunt 
style that marks nearly all of our public doc- 
uments may have misled the diplomatic 
Spaniards, who never say all they mean; few 
diplomats do. They follow TaLierrann’s 
maxim, that the function of language is to 
conceal thought. We, on the contrary, say 
all we mean and occasionally considerably 
more. There is an unguarded frankness in 
our Official style. Presidents talk to the peo- 
ple in popular language, much as a politi- 
cian speaks from the stump or a journalist 
writes an editorial for his paper. A Pres- 
idential message is a sort of family talk, with 
a careless disregard of outside listeners. 
Spain has been listening, and has heard what 
she thinks bodes no good to herself. This 
idea is very Jikely a mistake. It is true that 
the text on Cuba affords no explanation of 
the recent heavy expenditure on the navy, 
but another part of the message—which was 
doubtless not telegraphed to Madrid—ex- 
plains that the current naval appropriations 
have not been exceeded, so that the refitting 
and repairing may perhaps be attributed toa 
desire to obey Jzerrznson’s maxim, that a na- 
tion in time of peace should always be ready 
for war, even when there is no apparent dan- 
ger for it. It is cheaper, in the long run, to 
keep our ships in good fighting condition than 
to let them’ rust and rot during peace, and 
then build new ones at the first notes of war. 

There is, however, some possible ground 
for the Madrid flurry, as a careful reading of 
the message shows. Its general tenor is 
pacific. It says that a recognition of Cuban 
independence would be “impracticable and 
indefensible,” and that the accordance of 
belligerent rights would be ** unwise,” pre- 
mature,” and ‘‘ indefensible.” Its complaints 
of Spanish conduct in the way of delaying to 
abolish slavery, evasions, ingenious disin- 
genuousness, tyranny, etc., have been often 
made before, and that without exciting Madrid. 
But at the same time there runs through the 
message an hypothesis of future action 
which is probably the main cause 
of the flurry. The President says that 
an accordance of belligerent rights is at 
present” indefensible; that if the conflict 
in Cuba should not soon cease, other 
nations will have to seriously consider” 
having recourse to mediation and interven- 
tion”; that the Spaniards and Cubans “‘ seem 
incapable of reaching any adjustment”; that 
‘* mediation or intervention seems to be the 
only alternative which must sooner or later be 
invoked for the termination of the strife”; 
and that if peace is not restored early,“ he 
will send in a special message ‘‘at some 
period not far remote and during the present 
session,” which will recommend what may 
„then seem necessary to him. These 
sentences, detached from their context, 
certainly have a somewhat threatening 
sound, but they should not be so de- 
tached. The American people do not 
wish war any more than they wish 
a continuance of tyranny, robbery, and 
murderous conflict in Cuba. If we should 
intervene, it would certainly be, as the Presi- 
dent says, as a last expedient,” and, again 
as he says, in company with other nations.” 
The intervention of the United States, En- 
gland, and Germany would put an end to 
chaos in Cuba, without the loss of a life or a 
bit of bloodshed. But the nation will heartily 
indorse Grant’s hopes of a satisfactory ad- 
justment and of the early restoration of peace 
and the removal of future causes of com- 
plaint by the action of the contending par- 
ties themselves, without interference from 
without. 


THE PRESIDENT’S EDUCATIONAL POSITION. 
The President has supplemented his Des 
Moines speech, and gone beyond the tenor 
of Mr. Buarne’s letter, in the recommenda- 
tion that a constitutional amendment be 
adopted establishing free schools without 
sectarian teaching in all the States. The 
subject divides itself into two parts: First, 
the importance of education as absolutely es- 
sential to the existence and perpetuity of 
our republican form of government; and, 
second, the removal of sectarian teaching, 
whether the tenets be Protestant, Catholic, 
Jewish, Pagan, Atheistic, or of any other sec- 
tarian form. Upon both these questions the 
President has planted himself syjussely, and 
in a manner to commend his views to think- 
ing people. The President says: The edu- 
cation of the masses becomes of the first 
necessity for the preservation of our in- 
stitutions. They are worth preserving, 
because they have secured the great- 
est good to the greatest proportion 
of the population of any form of government 
yet devised, All other forms of government 
approach it just in proportion to the general 
diffusion of education and independence of 
thought and action.” As the means for se- 
curing the blessings of education, the Presi- 
dent recommends the submission of a consti- 
tutional amendment making it the duty of 
the several States to establish and forever 
maintain free schools. There may be some 
of the Southern States which would refuse to 
adopt such an amendment, but this does not 
affect the soundness of the position taken by 
the President. The taz-cating class ane 
community are the iatelligent, ; 


and corrupt demagogues, who employ their 
superior knowledge to lead and mislead the 
ignorant and prejudiced rabble, and convert 
them into voting cattle, and make 
instruments of them for the undermining 
of their own liberties and the injury of their 
own welfare. Were they not ignorant, they 
could not be thus imposed upon by the intelli- 
gent rascals.‘ In the earlier days of the Repub- 
lic, when the almost universal occupation was 
farming, and when the forms of government 
were simple, three or four officials being suf- 
ficient to administer the affairs of every com- 
munity, the necessity of education was not 
so imperative as now, when the form of gov- 
ernment has become so complex and involved 
and when the number of offices and officials 
has been so greatly multiplied. The purest 
form of republican government in the United 
States at present is in the the little villages ; 
in the large cities republican government is 
well-nigh a failure, and will be utterly so be- 
fore another century has elapsed if the gen- 
eral education of the masses is not in- 
terposed to prevent the corrupt use of 
the ballot in the hands of the ig- 
norant classes, Just so long as ignorance 
exists, the ignorant will be in the control of 
the intelligent demagogues, and a republican 
form of government resting upon such a 
basis can only have a limited term of life. 
It must fail unless the people are educated 
and enlightened, and that this is true is 
shown by the fact that alarming symptoms 
of failure are already appearing in the large 
cities, where the ignorant classes are in the 
ascendant, or nearly so. If general educa- 
tion is not spread among the masses of the 
people, it is not too much to affirm that the 
Republic will never reach its second centen- 
nial. 

But the President goes still further. He 
not only recommends thata constitutional 
amendment shall be submitted to the various 
Legislatures making it the duty of the vari- 
ous States to establish and maintain free 
schools adequate to the education of all the 
children in the rudimentary branches, but 
also ‘‘ forbidding the teaching in said schools 
of religious, atheistic, or pagan tenets, and 
prohibiting the granting of any school funds, 
or school taxes, or any part thereof, either by 
legislative, municipal, or other authorities, 
for the benefit of any other object, of. any 
nature or kind whatever.” The adoption of 
an amendment to this effect would forever 
settle the vexed school fund and other ques- 
tions now at issue between Protestants ‘and 
Catholics. It would place the whole issue 
where it belongs, and this disposition of it 
would be in accordance with the genius of 
free republican institutions. If the Roman 
Catholics have any dangerous designs upon 
our public school system, it would thwart 
them at once. If they have not, then it 
would dispose of their accusation that the 
Protestant religion is taught in the schools 
to the exclusion of other religions. If they 
are honest in their statements, they ought to 
and will give such an amendment their most 
hearty support. It brings all sects to the 
same level. It treats each with impartiality. 
What is denied one is denied another, and 
Protestants, Catholics, Jews, Mahommedans, 
Pagans, and Atheists, all stand upon the 
same footing relative to education. It 
would prove not only a temporary 
but a permanent settlement of the ques- 
tion, for no creed would ever have strength 
enough, as combined against other creeds, 
to tear an amendment out of the Constitu- 
tion. There is an element of danger to the 
consummation of such an amendment in the 
obligation which it would entail upon the 
States to establish and maintain free schools. 
Some of the Southern States have already 
expressed their hostility to free schools, be- 
cause they might elevate and educate the 
negro, and place him thereby beyond the con- 
trol of corrupt white demagogues. But this de- 
fect, if it be a defect, is easy of remedy. The 
amendment can be framed so as to beadopted, 
and it should be adopted as speedily as pos- 
sible, in order to settle at once and forever 
this disturbing question. 


THE THIRD-PARTY PLATFORM. 

The new “ Independent” organization is 
ordered to meet in National Convention at 
Indianapolis, May 17, 1876. Its platform is 
embodied in the call which was issued by the 
Executive Committee from this city a few 
days ago. The plank which contains the gist 
of the whole, the principle—or lack of prin- 
ciple—which radically separates this party 
from the others, is the following: 

The establishment of a monetary system based 
upon the faith and resources of the nation, in har- 
mony with the genjus of the Gevernment, end adapt- 
ed to the demands of legitimate business. To this end, 
the circulating notes of all National and State banks, 
as well as all local currency, should be withdrawn from 
circulation, and a paper money issued by the Govern- 
ment directly to the people, without the intervention 
of any system of banking corporaiions, which money 
shall be a legal-tepder in payment of all debts, public 
and private, duties on imports included (except that 
portion of the interest and principal of the present 
public debt that is, by express. terms of the law cre- 
ating it, made payable in metalic money, shall be so 
paid). This money to be interchangeable, at the op- 
tion of the holders, with registered Government 
bonds bearing a rate of interest not exceeding 3.65 
per cent per annum, 

The new party wants a paper money,“ 
not currency, but money,—which the Gov- 
ernment is to issue directly to the people. 
The method of issue is not farther explained, 
but the idea apparently ia that the number of 
inalienable rights app2rtaining to an Ameri- 
can citizen shall be so enlarged that the list 
will consist of life, liberty, the pursuit of 
happiness, and unlimited amounts of irre- 
deemable currency. Every citizen is to step 
right up to the Treasurer's office and fill his 
pockets. It is difficult to avoid jesting 
on such wild theories as those con- 
tained in the paragraph we bare

Of course, no security is to 
be asked, for then those who want the stuff 
could not get it, and those who had the

dise a year could not exchange the paper in 
which they were paid by the consumers for 
gold, and therefore could not renew their 
stocks, All foreign trade would cease. We 
could get no tin, no sugar, no tea, no coffee, 
no molasses, no India- rubber, no good mlk, 
no heavy tweed cloths, no tropical fruits, no 
quinine, no medicines and chemicals of many 
kinds. We would be, as a nation, almost as 
helpless as a man whose neighbors should re- 
fuse to sell him anything. 

The only escape from such a pitiable state 
of affairs would be for the merchants to sell 
only for gold, to give no credit, since debts 
could be legally paid in this worthless paper. 
It would then be necessary for every man 
who wished to buy any foreign product to 
pay for it in gold. The retailers would de- 
mand the precious metal, because their stocks, 
1 the wholesale dealer, could be ro- 
plenished only by paying gold. The laboring 
classes, and any and every man in receipt of 
wages, rents, or profits, would be deprived of 
all chance to consume sugar, coffee, tea, silk, 
quinine, opium, and a thohsand other neces- 
saries or medicines, unless they could man- 
Pa as some part of their income paid in 
go 

The effect, then, of the succoss of the 
greenbackers’ scheme would be twofold. It 
would wipe out of existence every debt at 
present existing, and would defraud every 
creditor who was not also a debtor of every 
cent of his dues. If he was a debtor, he 
could use the stuff he received to pay his own 
debts, and could thus, by cheating somebody 
else, partly escape being cheated himself. As 
far as this effect is concerned, the end would 
be reached more speedily and quite as hon- 
estly by simply having Congress pass a reso- 
lution annihilating all debts owed by citizens 
of the United States, and forbidding 
the Courts to allow any pecuniary 
claims to be enforced. The other 
effect would be to force the country, after 
a fearful commercial crisis and untold suf- 
fering, especially among the poor, to return 
to the use of gold, and sell its interchange- 
able, irredeemable rags by the pound. This 
end can be better reached, without a crisis 
and without any great suffering, by following 
out the plan of funding the greenbacks in 
gold-bearing bonds. The currency question 
is considerably simplified if we remember 
the fact that the great reason of the lack of 
gold in the country at present is the existence 
of the greenbacks. Remove the latter and 
the former will rush in to take their place, as 
infallibly as air rushes in to fill a vacuum. 

The Liberian Commissioner to the Centen- 
nial, who is now residing in Philadelphia, has 
written an interesting letter to the Bulletin 
of that city anent the war which the little 
Republic is now waging against the savages 
on her frontier. He boldly charges that En- 
gland is responsible for the outbreak that 
threatens the very life of Liberia. Some 
time ago, acgording to this authority, a law 
was introduced into the Legislature of this 
negro State giving England a monopoly of 
its trade. This was finally ananimously re- 
jected. Since then, Englishmen have been 
scheming to incite the neighboring tribes, 
whose trade they already control, to the war, 
hoping to overwhelm Liberia and thus secure 
by coercion the monopoly which cunning 
could not give them. The assailants are fur- 
nished with arms and ammunition by these 
traders. English bullets kill Liberian soldiers 
and English knives prepare their bodies for 
the cannibal feasts of their slayers. This, it 
will be noticed, is an indictment against 
Englishmen, not England, but it isa suf- 
ficiently strong one to warrant the British 
Ministry in stopping the schemes of its blood- 
thirsty subjects. The Admiralty would be 
much better employed in this way than in 
passing Fugitive-Slave laws.

GEARISH COMMENT. 
Spectal Lispaich to The Chicage Tribune, 

New York, Dec. 8.—The dispatch from Chi- 
cago published in the New York morning papers 
to-day in regard to affairs of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad have been the matter of 
much comment, and, emanating from the Presi- 
dent of the Road, have added to the interest felt 
in financial! circles here on the subject at issue. 
The dispatch has not had a beneficial effect, for, 
while quoting the earnings of the road during 
the past thirty-six days, it ignores the real ques- 
tions at issue, and the ones which have chief 
concern in the New York stock market. Mr. 
Keep's telegram does not refute the allegation 
made here, that the Company cannot earn enough 
to pay interest over operating expenses, after 
working the main lines and various leased 
and proprietary roads. It is alleged here that 
the losses of the road on its leased and proprie- 
tary lines are on the increase, and more than 
counterbalance the net profits on the main line. 
It is further claimed here that the construction 
and equipment can only be effected by a new is- 
sue of $43,000,000 gold bonds authorized to be 
issued in 1872, $35,000,000 of which were put 
aside to take up various mortgages. There 
are at little remains 
on hand. 
leased lines have been $315,000 in 1873, $556,000 
in 1874, and $858,000 in 1875. The outlook, as

pecially in corn, The majority of operators are, 
however, expecting a cold snap within a day or two. 
‘There is reason for the expectation in a reported gale 
out West, with the thermometer below sero. 

The dry-goods market was-devoid of new features. 
Trade in most departments was quiet, though not un- 
usually so for the season. In values no changes were 
apparent. Groceries were fairly active, and were firm. 
The butter and cheese market were without essential 
change. There was a fair call from local and outside 
buyers at fully sustained prices, Dried fruits and 
canned goods were quoted unchanged, Fish remain 
quiet and firm, Prices of bagging, leather, coal, and 
wood were the same as at the beginning of the week, 
and were steadily held. Oils were quoted steady. 
There was a reasonably active movement im te at 
firm prices. 

Lumber was steady though less active, the prolong- 
ed unplesssnt weather having interrupted trade, In 
drugs and chemicals, dealers report a fair order trade 
in the aggregate at unchanged prices, except for a few 
articles, which were a shade lower. In salt there was 
no change. Broom-corn was fairly active, but weak 
under continued large offerings of consigned lota, 
Hides were dull and week.

and that it was to be sold out under the hammer. 
Tue [urecne investigated the matter and found 
that while the finances of the institution were in 
an entangled condition, and the showing was 
one that would makea busmess man despair 
it were his affair, vet that it 
was not impossible for the Univer- 


sity to pull through, if it met warm, efficient. |

The worst charjye against them by the capitalist 
press was that they meant to break up the mar- 
riage-ties and e:tablish a m of free iove. 
Such was not the case. Thnéy were oppceed to 
the present mode of marriage, it was 
nothing more not less than licensed prostitu- 
tion.

A SUGGESTION AS TO WHAT IT SHALL BE. 

The following letter from a prominent New 
York physicien, suggesting a method in which 
Mr. H. H. Taylor's bequest for charitable pur- 
poses may be utilized, will be read with in- 
terest : 

HosrrralL, Forty-Sxconp Sraret, Conner LExine- 
Tow Avenvug, New Yorn, Dec. G. -% n inliincham, 
Keq.—Deam Ma. Ditiinesam: Your interested con- 
sideration of the disposal of the large amount be- 
queathed by Mr. Henry Hobart Taylor for, as I compre- 
hend the intent of the bequest, some new charity,” 
which ——— a class of suffering humanity not 
heretofore provided for. The indigent “ ruptured 
and crippled are not favored with substantial relief 
outside of the City of New York free of charge. Those 
living beyond the suburbs of the city have to pay at 


| this institution, because of our limits being defined 


and controlied by the amount of income and the num- 
relief. This year over 6,000 persous will 
receive not only professional advice but costly surgical 
appliances at an outlay of about $42,000. Ot the above 
number more than 300 children will receive in-door 
treatment, including tuition, and even clothing. And 
if provision were made for the treatment of patients 
residing in various parts of the country, who are mak- 
ing application bere for free treatment, as many 


more would be added to our number that are now suf- 


fering because such provision has not been made. In 


this we must see the tendency of compulsory pauper- 
ism; unable to labor, they must beg, and in pédiuful | 


dependence eke out a miserable existence, becoming in 
many instances a charge upon the public. Other chari- 
ties cannot receive them, even if orphans; they would 
be a continual burden, arresting eventually the useful- 
ness of these iastitutions. Hence, crippied children 
have greater claims upon the benevolent than orphans, 
the latter having their physical condition unimpaired. 
In time they will be able to help themselves, and leave 
room for others to be cared for. As to adults, when 
inca tated to labor for the support of dependent 
1 es, they and their children frequently become 
vagrants, seeking a living by begging, eto. But, re- 
lieve the head of the family and you relieve all, and 
save the community from increasing pauperism, if 
not crime. 

These few hasty remarks will, I hope, invite your 
attention more fully to the existing necessity of 
such an institution in your enterprising ciy. Most 
truly yours, JaMES KNIGHT, D., 
Physician and Surgeon to Hospital.

MILWAUKEE. 
THE EVIDENCE OF RODDIS YESTERDAY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago rene. 

Mitwavuxet, Dec. 8.—Roddis, the ex-Gauger 
who, when the proper time comes, will tell a 
great deal about Sam Rindskopf, let daylight 
into the case of Burback aod Reynolds to-day in 
a way that staggered the defense. These de- 
fendants ran a rectifying house which was simply 
used to facilitate the frauds of O'Neil’s dis- 
tillerr, one of the largest here. The frand was 
effected by undergauging,—that is, the Gauger 
reported the proof as, say, 60 per cent, when it 
was 180 per cent, thus defrauding the revenus 
of about two-thirds of the tax. This crooked 
was shipped through the name of a dummy 
firm, written down in the rectifier’s record as B. 
Weidner & Co. Roddis was called as one of the 
witnesses to establish that Weidner & Co. were 
dummies. In the cross-examination the defend- 
ant's counsel, in attempting to attack his credi- 
bility, drew from Roddis the statement that he 
knew B. Weidner & Co. was a fraudulent, fictiti- 
ous firm, and that he had not reported the fact 
as was bis duty to do, because be knew that the 
report would damage nobody but himself. He 
(Roddis) had known of but one in- 
stance in which a subordinate § revene 
ofticer had reported any frauds, 
although frauds must have come to the knowl- 
edge of all ot them. That report was made by 
Scorekeeper Huegin, who had reported the at- 
tempt of the Bergenthal distillery to run the 
crooked. The result was that Huegin’s official 
head was cat off. Roddis was then asked 
whether he himself had not received money 
from the Ring, and admitted that he had re- 
ceived about $6,000, which he was now en- 
deavoring to pay back to the Government. He 
also admitted that he had, at the same 
time, made affidavit in his reports 
to the Department to the iron-clad cath 
that he had received no reward for violation of 
his official duties. He went onto say that the 
dummy firm of Weidner 4 Co. was the first 
which practiced the * keg fraud, — that is, of 
applying for stamps for kegs, which the Gaugers 
delivered in blank, to be affixed to barrels,—a 
fraud by which the revenue here was swindled 
out of hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

RODDIS TO BE WIPED OUT BY THE RING. 

Roddis evidently bas wearied of lying and 
swindling, and has made up his mind to tell the 
whole truth. In consequence, he is 
threatened by the Ring, and it is 
boasted here that he cannot. stay in 
Milwaukee. The Government, however, will see 
that he is protected. He can teil the whole truth, 
and ill. Now that he bas told so much that the 
escape of some of the Ring who hitherto sup- 
posed themselves secure will be impossible, there 
is reason to believe that others of the lesser fry 
will come forward and disciose all they know of 
the Ring’s operations. 

LEWIS’ DENIAL. 

What purports to be the card of the Hon. H. 
M. Lewis, of Madison, denying matters stated 
in this correspondence relative to Carpen- 
ter’s efforts to secure s compromise of 
Sam Rindskopfs case, excites much 
surprise among Lewis’ friends here. When Mr. 
Lewis says the compromise sent to Washington 
was adverse to Rindskopf'e interests, he refers to 
a compromise offered subsequent to the failure 
of that offered im Rindakopf'’s behalf. The 
proposition referred co in this correspondence 
was for the payment of $9.000 upon the discon- 
tinuance of the prosecutions. Whea that failed, 
Rogers, the client of Lewis, became a wituess 
for the Goveroment against Rindskopf, and ef- 
fected the compromise that was adverse to 
Rindskopf’s interest, since Rogers’ testimony 
convicted Kiodskopf.
